ORDINANCE NO. 1997-4 

PURSUANT TO THE PROVISIONS 
OF CODE OF ALABAMA 1975 SEC- 
TIONS 11-51-180 THIS ORDINANCE 
LEVIES A RENTAL OR LEASE TAX ON 
EACH PERSON ENGAGING OR CON- 
TINUING WITHIN THE CITY OF ELBA, 
ALABAMA IN THE BUSINESS OF LEAS- 
ING OR RENTING TANGIBLE PERSON- 
AL_ PROPERTY; PROVIDES FOR THE 
COLLECTION OF THE SAID TAX; PRO- 
VIDES PENALTIES FOR THE VIOLA- 
TION OF THIS ORDINANCE; AND RE- 
PEALS A PRIOR ORDINANCE LEVYING 
SIMILAR TAXES. 


Pursuant to the provisions of Code of 
Alabama 1975 Sections 11-51-180 be it 
ordained by the City Council of the City of 
Elba in the State of Alabama, as follows: 

Section 1. There is hereby levied, in 
addition to all other taxes of every kind 
now ee by law, and shall be collect- 
ed as herein provided, a privilege or li- 
cense tax on each person engaging or 
continuing within the City of Elba in the 
business of leasing or renting tangible 


personal fty at the rate of three per- 
cent (3%) of the gross proceeds de 
by the lessor from the lease or rental of 


tangible personal rty; provided, that 
the said privilege Or hosnse tax on each 
person engaging or continuing within the 
city in the business of leasing or renting 
any automotive vehicle or truck trailer,

tions sites, etc.; provided further, that the 
tax levied in this ordinance shall not apply 
to any leasing or rental, as lessor, by the 
state, or any municipality or county in the 
state, or any public corporation organized 
under the laws of the state, including with- 
out limiting the generality of the foregoing, 
any corporation organized under the pro- 
visions of Section 11-54-80 through 11- 
54-101; Code of Alabama 1975; provided 
further, that the privilege or license tax on 
each ack or firm engaging or continu- 
ing within the city in the business of the 
leasing and rental of linens and garments 
shall be at the rate of two percent (2%) of 
the gross proceeds derived by the lessor 
from the lease or rental of such linens and 
garments. , 

Section 2. Provisions of State Rental 
Tax Statutes Applicable to this Ordinance 
and Taxes herein Levied. The taxes lev- 
ied by Section | of this Ordinance shall be 
subject to all definitions, exceptions, ex- 
emptions, proceedings, requirements, 
rules, regulations, provisions, penalties, 
fines, punishments, and deductions as 
are provided by Section 40-2A-7 and 40- 
12-200 to 40-12-224, inclusive. 

Section 3. The tax levied and as- 
sessed by this ordinance is levied and as- 
sessed in lieu of the tax levied by Ordi- 
nance No, 1996-6, adopted May 21, 
1996. Said Ordinance No. 1996-6 is here- 
by rescinded and repealed as of the effec- 
tive date of this ordinance, 

Section 4. Effective Date. This ordi- 
nance shall become effective on the first 
day of October 1997, and the first pay- 
ment of taxes hereunder shall be due and 
payers on the twentieth day of Novem- 

r 1997, This ordinance shall remain in 
full force and effect and shall apply to 
each month of the year 1997, beginning 
with the month of October and to each 
month of each calendar year thereafter 
from year to year.

AN ORDINANCE TO PROVIDE FOR A

BE IT ORDAINED by the City Council 
of the City of Elba, Alabama as follows: 

SECTION 1. Definitions, 

For purposes of this ordinance, the fol- 
lowing terms shall have the respective 
mean ngs ascribed by this section: 

(l) BUSINESS. All activities engaged 
in, or caused to be engaged in, by any 
person with the object of gain, profit, ben- 
efit or advantage, either direct or indirect 


to such Rereon. 

: (2) ITY CLERK/TREASURER,. The 
City Clerk/Treasurer of the City of Elba, 
Alabama. 

(3) GROSS PROCEEDS. The value 
proceeding or accruing from the leasing 


or rértal of tangible personal property, 


without any deduction on account of the 
cost of the property so leased or rented, 
the cost of materials used, labor or ser- 
vice cost, interest paid or any other ex- 
pense whatsoever, and without any de- 
ductions on account of loss, and shall 
also include on the part of any person 
claiming exemption under subsection 4 of 
Section 4 of this ordinance an amount 
equal to the amount of rental paid on any 
tangible personal property acquired under 
such exemption and thereafter diverted to 
the use of such person. 

_ (4) LEASING OR RENTAL. A transac- 
tion whereunder the person who owns or 
controls the possession of tangible per- 
sonal property permits another person to 
have ti ssession or use thereof for a 
consideration and for the duration of a 
definite or indefinite period of time without 
transfer of the title to such property. The 
detention by the user thereof of freight 
cars, oxygen and acetylene tanks and 
similar property, in respect of which de- 
tention a demurrage or per diem charge is 
made against the user of such property 


shall not be deemed to constitute a trans- - 


action whereunder property is leased or 
rented to another within the meaning of 
this article. 

Any natural person, 
firm, partnership, association, corporation, 
receiver, trust, estate or other entity, or 
any other group or combination of any

SECTION 2. License Required. 

IF any person shall engage in or con- 

tinue in any business for which a privilege 
tax is imposed by Section 3 of this Ordi- 
nance as a condition precedent to engag- 
ing or continuing in such business, he 
reine it for and obtain from the City 
Clerk/Treasurer a license to engage in 
and to conduct such business for the cur- 
rent tax year upon the condition that he 
shall pay the taxes accruing to the City 
under the provisions of this Ordinance, 
provided that no license shall be issued 
under the provisions of this Ordinance to 
any person who has not complied with the 
provision of this Ordinance, and no provi- 
sion of this Ordinance shall be construed 
as relieving any person from the payment 
of bal license or privilege tax now or 
hereafter dk ay by law. 

SECTION 3. Levy and Amount of Tax.

Rooting Out Was.. ia the Federal Government 


Before coming to Congress in 
1993, 1 worked for 30 years as a small 
businessman, making payrolls and op- 
erating my newspaper businesses as 
cost-effectively as possible. I quickly 
learned that you don’t stay in business 
by ignoring efficiency and cost. It’s 
too bad the federal government has 
never caught on to this idea. But 
that’s about to change. 

Virtually no American needs 
convincing that Washington is home 
to incredible waste and inefficiency. 
Examples are strewn throughout the 
federal bureaucracy. Take for in- 
stance a July report from the Inspec- 
tor General of the U.S. Department of 
Health and Human Services (HHS) 
which estimates the amount of waste 
inthe Medicare program at 14 percent 
of total payments — a staggering $23 
billion a year, Meanwhile at the IRS, 
delinquent tax debt has increased from 
$125 billion to $200 billion, while 
that agency has wasted $4 billion ona 
failed computer system. 

The federal governmentis also 
a master of duplication of services. 
Taxpayers fund more than 788 educa- 
tion programs spanning 40 different 
agencies to the tune of nearly $100 
billion each year. Almost 30 cents of 
every federal education dollar is lost 
in bureaucratic overhead, never sce- 
ing the inside of a classroom. 

And, at the same time teenage 
drug use soars, taxpayers fund 70 
different anti-drug programs scattered 
throughout 57 departments and agen- 
cies — including 19 separate “intelli- 
gence centers” in 10 departments, with 
most of the information off-limits to 
the administering agencies! The cost? 
Sixteen billion dollars a year, 

The conservative Congress is 
aware of this abysmal federal perfor- 
mance. Since taking office, we have 
rooted out considerable federal waste 


and duplication — eliminating 320 
federal programs and grants, all while

ence to an important 1993 law spe- 
cifically targeting waste in the federal 
bureaucracy. 

It’s called the ‘Results Act’ 
(PL 103-62) and its aim is to make 
government work for you, the tax- 
payers.

Results-oriented management 
makes sense for business and local 


government and it will also work for «| : 


the federal government. Already, the 
U.S. Department of Veterans Affairs 
(VA) has begun comparing the per- 
formance of its various hospitals 
against one another and the result is a 
13 percent drop in mortality rates for 
cardiac procedures. 

As Chairman of the House 
Veterans’ Affairs Subcommittee on 
Oversight and Investigations, I will 
be personally reviewing the VA’s ef- 
forts to comply with the Results Act. 
Our first hearing is set for September 
18, 

Congress takes very seriously 
its role in overseeing federal compli- 
ance with the Results Act. American 
taxpayers are expecting real results, 
not bureaucratic foot-dragging. The 
message is clear: the federal govern- 
ment will be held accountable for its

FORGIVENESS 
Mt. 6:14,15 


The meaning of FORGIVENESS is the giving up of resentment or claim 
to requital on account of an offense. More simply put, to send off, or away. 
Keeping this in mind, forgiveness is conditioned on repentance and the will- 
ingness to make reparation, or atonement. 


All of us have felt the need for forgiveness, whether on the spiritual level 
or from our fellow man. And likewise all of us at one time or another have 
been in the position to grant forgiveness to a fellow man. Committing a 
wrongful act against God o: our fellow man can haunt the soul and feed a 
sense of guilt and fear because we dread the penalty of our wrongdoing. 


If we come seeking forgiveness in the spirit of humility, we may also be 
looking for PARDON to cancel our guilt, as well as for RESTORATION 
that might cancel our penalty. Pardon and restoration by God is extended 
only when there is true repentance validating God’s forgiveness. 


Christ has provided for us a perfect example of how one must approach 
God for forgiveness in the Lord’s Prayer. This, the model prayer, has the in- 


clusiveness of all we need to say in our pettion to a merciful and gracious 
God. 


Jesus recognized our continuous need forthe ~-ther’s forgiveness as we 
grow in knowledge and grace: The Lord kn : that sin would be ever 
present to tempt, to lure and ensnare the péople of God who sometimes 
travel this Christian highway unaware of the dangers and evils around them. 
We live with this bright assurance: that God is able to deliver us out of any 
situation we may fall into, if we keep humbleness of heart and are willing to 
be accountable for our error. 


This humbleness of spirit keeps us in the right attitude to approach God 
with the high expectancy to be forgiven. We must also exhibit this self- 
same attitude when forgiving others --keeping in mind that our forgiveness 
by God is not something we deserve or have earned, but it is through the 
grace of God that He shows us his mercy, grace and love. John 3:16 says, 
“For God so loved the world, that He gave His only begotten Son, that who- 
soever believeth in him should not perish but have everlasting life.” 


The way we forgive is the same way we are forgiven -- if we forgive, 
we can be forgiven; if we forgive in part, we cannot expect God to forgive 
in full. The gravity of sin that others commit against us cannot begin to 
compare with the gravity of our sins against God and His love; yet, how 
much more reluctant we are to grant forgivenss to others than God is to 
grant forgiveness to us. 


Under grace, we are forgiven for Christ’s sake, and exhorted to forgive 
because we have been forgiven. I pray we find ways to forgive and love one 
another!

News Rules For ZC & County Schools 


New rules have been put into place 
this year that affect schools in the Coffee 
County School System. Zion Chapel has 
adopted a couple of local rules that Zion 
Chapel students must follow. There are 
several rules that parents and students 
must be fully aware of. 

A rule that affects schools state wide 
is the one that says that to be eligible for 
competition in athletics for the 1997-98 
school year, a student must have passed 
five units of work with a 70 average the 
preceding year. Only one of these units 
can be completed in summer school, For 
the 1998-99 school year, athletes must 
pass six units of work with a 70 average. 
A credit in English, math, science, and 
social studies must be included in the six 
units, 

There are several items that are 
deemed inappropriate for school and can 
be taken by a teacher and/or principal 
and not returned, These items include 


parent, Students should schedule med- 
ical or dental appointments outside of 
school hours; however, if an exception is 
necessary, the pupil must report back to 
school with a statement from the doctor 
or dentist indicating the time spent in his 
office. Only an excused absence permits 
work to be made up, 

The Zion Chapel handbook has an 
important message for parents about bus 
transportation. It says that students are 
required to ride the assigned bus to and 
from the scheduled bus stop. Any stu- 
dent wishing to ride a different bus must 
bring a note from home to the school of- 
fice. If the principal approves the note, 
the student may ride a different bus. Stu- 
dents and parents are reminded that the 
buses are to provide transportation to and 
from school, Due to the limited seating 
capacity on the buses, parents should not 
rely on the buses to transport guests to 
their homes.

Owen Ziglar’s case nol-prossed

On August 28, 1997 Owen Zi- 
glar’s fourth trial ended in a hung 
jury and a mistrial being declared by 
Circuit Judge William “Bill” Barr. 

Ziglar’s defense attorneys, Sta- 
ford Pittman and Richard Whittaker, 
filed a motion with the court to dis- 
miss the charge against him on Au- 
gust 29, 1997. 

District Attorney Mark Fuller 
also filed a motion before the court. 
His motion was to nolle prosequi 
(formal notice by the prosecutor that 
prosecution in a criminal case will 
be ended) the case. 

Last Thursday, September 11, 
Judge Barr denied the defense’s mo- 
tion to dismiss; however, he granted 
the state’s motion to nolle pross. 


The difference between dismiss- 
ing the case and having it nolle 
prossed is as follows (according to 
the legal minds): if it is dismissed, it 
cannot be brought back up, but with 

‘the case being nolle prossed, Ziglar 
could be charged again should new 
evidence pertaining to the case be 
discovered. 

However, sources close to the 
case agree that this is highly unlikely 
although it is technically possible. 

Ziglar was originally charged 
with murder in the 1990 shotgun 
slaying of Edward Lamar Kelley. He 
was convicted on the lesser charge 
of manslaughter in a 1991 trial.
